WEEK. GABA, WHO IS NOT A PHYSICIAN BUT HAS CONSIDERABLE

IT MAY BE BETTER DISPOSED TOWARD THE US MILITARY, 

INCLUDING TOWARD US SHIP VISITS TO MAURITIUS WHICH HAVE 
EEN DISALLOWED BECAUSE OF THE US "NO-TELL" NUCLEAR 
POLICY. KASENALLY STILL APPEARS FRUSTRATED BY THE UK'S

-- MADAGASCAR TO LEASE BOEING 737: 

AFTER TWO YEARS OF INDECISION, THE GOM HAS FINALLY SIGNED 
A LEASE /PURCHASE AGREEMENT FOR ONE BOEING 737 FOR AIR 
MADAGASCAR THIS CULMINATES ABOUT TWO YEARS OF EMBASY 

LOBBYING AND MARKS A DEFEAT FOR THE FRENCH. WHO HAVE

SOMALIA 

-- ANOTHER POSTPONEMENT FOR RECONCILIATION TALKS?: 

AIDEED AND ALI MAHDI HAVE YET TO AGREE ON A VENUE FOR THE 
PREPARATORY ROUND OF RECONCILIATION TALKS, WHICH ARE NOW 
SCHEDULED TO START ON MAY 30. AIDEED IS INSISTING ON 
MOGADISHU, WHILE ALI MAHDI INSISTS THAT IT NOT BE 
MOGADISHU, PREFERRING NAIROBI OR CAIRO. ALI MAHDI 
REPORTEDLY WANTS THE TALKS TO GET UNDERWAY WITH OR WITHOUT

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-- UNOSOM MANDATE RENEWAL: 

DISCUSSIONS ARE CONTINUING IN NEW YORK ON THE NEW US 
DRAFT, WHICH CALLS FOR A MANDATE EXTENSION OF FOUR MONTHS 
WITH A 45 -DAY REVIEW OF PROGRESS TOWARD POLITICAL 
RECONCILIATION. THE COUNCIL IS LIKELY TO MEET ON SOMALIA 
ON MAY 31. IN A LONG-AWAITED REPORT, THE SECRETARY 
GENERAL CALLED FOR A SIX MONTH EXTESION WITH PERIODIC 
REVIEWS OF PROGRESS. THE REPORT DESCRIBED THE SITUATION

SUDAN 

IGADD PEACE TALKS DRAFT DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES: 

EMBASSY NAIROBI REPORTED THAT THE IGADD PEACE TALKS 
CONVENED MAY 18 TO DISCUSS A DRAFT DECLARATION OF 
PRINCIPLES AUTHORED BY THE IGADD PARTNERS. THE DRAFT WAS

DETAINED STUDENTS CERTAIN SEGMENTS OF THE STUDENT BODY 
SEEM RADICALIZED AND PARTICIPATION IN THE STRIKE AT THE 
UNIVERSITY OF ABIDJAN REPORTEDLY REACHED NEARLY 100 
PERCENT ON THE FIRST TWO DAYS. THE UNIVERSITY TEACHERS

A HARD LINE WITH STUDENT LEADERSHIP BUT HAS MADE MATERIAL 
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CHANGES TO MEET STUDENTS' ORIGINAL DEMANDS. 

GHANA 

-- NORTHERN REGION REMAINS VOLATILE: 

A NORTHERN MEMBER OF PARLIAMENT AND OTHERS FAMILIAR WITH 
THE SITUATION BELIEVE THAT THE GOG AS NOT DEALT 
EFFECTIVELY WITH TENSIONS IN THE NORTHERN REGION, AND THAT 
FIGHTING COULD BREAK OUT AGAIN. THE GOG'S CAMFAIGN TO 
DISARM ELEMENTS IN THE REGION HAS BEEN UNEVEN; THE 
KONKOMBA, WHO HAVE ENDURED NEIGHBORS' HOSTILITY FOR YEARS, 
RETAIN MUCH OF THEIR ARSENAL AND THEIR COHESIVENESS AS A 
FIGHTING FORCE. MP JOSEPH LABIK, A MEMBER OF PRESIDENT

SAID LOCAL SECURITY OFFICIALS MUST HAVE KNOWN ABOUT RISING 
TENSIONS PRIOR TO THE FEBRUARY FIGHTING, BUT HAD NOT 
WARNED ACCRA. 
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-- FOREIGN MINISTER ANNOYED WITH TOGO AGAIN: 

THE FOREIGN MINISTRY HAS CIRCULATED A DIPLOMATIC NOTE 
VENTING EXASPERATION WITH THE GOVERNMENT OF TOGO'S LATEST 
ACCUSATIONS AGAINST GHANA, HAVING TO DO WITH THE MAY 3 
BOMBING OF A RESTAURANT IN LOME, THE GHANAIAN NOTE CITES 
THE IRRATIONAL AND INCOMPREHENSIBLE TRADITION OF THE TOGO 
GOVERNMENT OF VILIFYING GHANA WHENEVER CONVENIENT TO 
DISTRACT ATTENTION FROM THE CONSEQUENCES OF ITS 
POLICIES." FOREIGN MINISTER ASAMOAH SEEMS PERSONALLY 
OFFENDED BY HIS TOGOLESE COUNTERPART'S HANDLING OF THE 
MATTER; ON MAY 6 HE CALLED IN THE CHARGES OF TOGO AND

GUINEA-BISSAU 

-- EIGHT PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATES IN THE RUNNING: 

EIGHT CANDIDATES FOR PRESIDENT INCLUDING CURRENT PRESIDENT 
VIEIRA TURNED IN THEIR DOCUMENTATION TO THE SUPREME COURT 
BY THE MAY 24 DEADLINE. VIEIRA IS THE LIKELY WINNER 
CANDIDATES WHO COULD CHALLENGE HIM INCLUDE DOMINGOS 
FERNANDES GOMES, HEAD OF THE BAFATA MOVEMENT AND CARLOS 
GOMES, AN INDEPENDENT. THERE IS ONE FEMALE CANDIDATE 

ANTON I ETA ROSA GOMES. EMBASSY BISSAU CONTINUES TO RECEIVE 
POSITIVE REPORTS ON THE NOW COMPLETED VOTER REGISTRATION 
PROCESS. THE INTERNATIONAL REPUBLICAN INSTITUTE IS 
PROVIDING U.S. ELECTORAL ASSISTANCE: IRI WILL SEND FOUR 

TRAINERS TO BISSAU TO COMPLETE A POLLWATCHER TRAINING 
PROGRAM . 

LIBERIA 

INTRA-ULIMO FIGHTING INTENSIFIES: 

FOLLOWING WEEKS OF SKIRMISHING, KRANN ULIMO FORCES 
ATTACKED THEIR ERSTWHILE MANDINGO COLLEAGUES MAY 26 AT THE 
ULIMO REDOUBT IN TUBMANBURG. THE KRAHNS WERE APPARENTLY 
GETTING THE BETTER OF THE MANDINGOS AND ETHNIC RETRIBUTION 
IS LIKELY. UNSR GORDON-SOMERS CONTINUED EFFORTS TO 
MEDIATE A SETTLEMENT BETWEEN THE TWO GROUPS, BUT A 
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NEAR-TERM POLITICAL SOLUTION APPEARS REMOTE. AS OF LATE 
THURSDAY, UNOMIL AND ECOMOG FORCES NEAR TUBMANBURG HAD NOT 
BEEN AFFECTED. MONROVIA REMAINED CALM, BUT SECURITY 
OFFICIALS THERE TOOK PRECAUTIONS TO PREVENT A SPILLOVER OF 
KRAHN-MANDINGO VIOLENCE. IT IS UNCLEAR HOW THE ULIMO 
SPLIT WILL AFFECT THE PEACE PROCESS, THOUGH IT SEEMS 
LIKELY THAT THE KRAHNS WILL SEEK THE REMOVAL OF ULIMO 
MANDINGOS FROM THE TRANSITIONAL GOVERNMENT 

UGANDAN PEACEKEEPERS ABDUCTED: 

NINE UGANDAN SOLDIERS SERVING WITH ECOMOG WERE ABDUCTED BY 
THE LIBERIA PEACE COUNCIL MILITIA NEAR BUCHANAN MAY 26. 

ECOMOG WAS REPORTEDLY NEGOTIATING WITH THE LPC FOR THE 
UGANDANS' RELEASE. LPC OFFICIALS IN MONROVIA DENIED ANY 
PRIOR KNOWLEDGE OF THE ACTION. EARLIER IN THE WEEK THE 
LPC PUBLICLY REJECTED CHARGES BY THE USG AND AFRICA WATCH 
THAT THE REBEL GROUP WAS RESPONSIBLE FOR SERIOUS HUMAN 
RIGHTS ABUSES. IN THE SAME STATEMENT, THE LPC CRITICIZED 
"US -SUPPORTED UGANDAN TROOPS" FOR A PUTATIVE BIAS TOWARD 
THE NPFL. 

MEETING WITH PROJECT LIBERIA CONSORTIUM: 

AID AND STATE MET 5/26 WITH REPRESENTATIVES OF PROJECT 
LIBERIA (PLI) . USG PARTICIPANTS INFORMED PLI THAT WE ARE 
SEEKING FUNDING FOR THE PROJECT, BUT MOST SOURCES ARE 
BROOKED. STATE SAID THE PRESIDENTIAL DETERMINATION TO 
WAIVE BROOKE IS ON HOLD PENDING SIGNIFICANT PROGRES IN 
THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE PEACE ACCORDS, AND SUGGESTED 
THAT MONEY CONSTRAINTS REQUIRE ORDERING OF ACTIVITIES IN 
ANY CASE. ALL AGREED THAT SUPPORT FOR CIVIC EDUCATION, 

THE ELECTORAL COMMISSION, AND PROGRAMS FOSTERING POLITICAL 
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WILL IN SUPPORT OF DEMOCRACY WERE MOST IMPORTANT IN AN 

INITIAL PHASE OF THE PROJECT. THE CONSORTIUM PROMISED TO 
PROVIDE A FRIORITIZED LIST OF PROPOSED ACTIONS. 

MAURITANIA 

--KING OF SPAIN PAYS SUCCESSFUL VISIT TO MAURITANIA: 

KING JUAN CARLOS AND QUEEN SOPHIA'S MAY 23-25 VISIT TO 
MAURITANIA APPEARS TO HAVE BEEN AN UNQUALIFIED SUCCESS 
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FROM BOTH COUNTRIES' VIEWPOINTS. IT WAS MAURITANIA'S 
IGHEST RANKING VISIT IN OVER 20 YEARS, MARKING A MAJOR 
STEP IN THE COUNTRY'S POLITICAL REHABILITATION FOLLOWING 
ITS SENEGAL CRISIS/GULF WAR ISOLATION. THE SPANIARDS 
REEMFHASIZED THEIR INTEREST IN THE MAGHREB, REINFORCED 
THEIR POSITION AS MAURITANIA' S NUMBER TWO TRADING PARTNER , 

AND TIED THE KING'S ENDORSEMENT TO GIRM PROGRESS ON HUMAN 
RIGHTS. THE WARM FEELINGS ENGENDERED BY THE VISIT SHOULD 
BENEFIT EXPANSION OF A LARGELY TROULE-FREE TRADE AND AID 
RELATIONSHIP. 

--TAYA AND OPPOSITION PARTIES STILL TALK PAST EACH OTHER: 

TWO YEARS INTO MAURITANIA'S EFFORT AT DEMOCRATIZATION, THE 
MAURITANIAN GOVERNMENT (GIRM) AND ITS OPPOSITION HAVE NO 
MEANINGFUL DIALOGUE OR DEBATE ON NATIONAL ISSUES. EACH 
SIDE SEEKS TO STRENGTHEN ITS OWN POSITION AND/OR UNDERMINE 
THE OTHER'S IN PREPARATION FOR ONE OF THE PERIODIC 
ELECTIONS. THE GOVERNMENT PARTY (PRDS) DOES NOT NEED TO 
NEGOTIATE WITH OFPOSITION PARTIES TO OBTAIN REQUIRED 
MAJORITIES TO FASS LEGISLATION IN PARLIAMENT. AGAINST 
DEMONSTRATIONS AND MASS ACTION, THE OPPOSITION LEADERS 
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CALL FOR DIRECT DIALOGUE WITH THE GIRM, BUT PRESIDENT 
TAYA'S FEW CONTACTS WITH THEM HAVE EEN DESIGNED MORE TO 
DIVIDE THAN TO OPEN A DIALOGUE. 

--WESTERN SAHARA: REGISTRATION IN MAURITANIA: 

IN EMBASSY NOUAKCHOTT'S VIEW, THE MOROCCAN GOVERNMENT'S 
PUSH TO PUT IN QUESTION SAHRAWI VOTER REGISTRATION EFFORTS 
IN MAURITANIA IS DUE TO MOROCCAN CONCERN - PROBABLY 
JUSTIFIED - THAT MOST OF THE 5,000 ELIGIBLE SAHRAWIS WOULD 
VOTE FOR INDEPENDENCE. THERE IS NO SIGN THAT MAURITANIA 
IS BEING DESTABLIZED BY THE UN-REQUESTED REGISTRATION 
PROCESS AREADY UNDERWAY. HOWEVER, GIRM FEARS OF BECOMING 
ENTANGLED IN THE REFERENDUM ARRANGEMENTS AND ANTAGONIZING 
EITHER OR BOTH PARTIES MAY HAVE BEEN REALIZED. MOROCCO 
NOW WANTS ACCESS TO SAHRAWIS RESIDENTS IN MAURITANIA EQUAL 
TO THAT WHICH IT CLAIMS THE POLISARIO NOW ENJOYS. 

NIGERIA 

--CONSTITUTIONAL CONFERENCE DELEGATE ELECTIONS FLOF: 

THE MAY 23 DELEGATE SELECTION ELECTION WAS CLEARLY A 
DEFEAT FOR THE ABACHA REGIME. A WIDELY OBSERVED BOYCOTT 
DEMONSTRATED THAT THE TRANSITION PROGRAM AND BY EXTENSION 
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THE MILITARY GOVERNMENT, HAVE LITTLE PUBLIC SUPPORT. THE 
GOVERNMENT ALSO OBLIGED THE OPPOSITION BY ARRESTING KEY 
HUMAN RIGHTS ACTIVISTS BEFORE THE CONTEST, CREATING 
"MARTYRS" AT A CRUCIAL PERIOD. THE OPPOSITION, EMBODENED 
BY THE EVENTS, PLANS TO STEP UP ITS ACTIVITIES. 

--LABOR UNIONS THREATEN GENERAL STRIKE: 

SENIOR LABOR UNION STAFFERS SAY THEIR GROUPS WILL JOIN A 
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GENERAL STRIKE IF ABACHA IGNORES THE OPPOSITION COALITION 
(NADECO) DEMAND THAT HE STEP DOWN BY MAY 31. WHILE THE 
GROUPS ARE BUOYED BY THEIR MAY 23 SUCCESS, THEY MAY E 
OVERCONFIDENT AND UNDERESTIMATE ABACHA' S STAYING POWER. 

IF, HOWEVER, THE PETROLEUM WORKERS AND OTHER KEY UNIONS 
JOIN IN THEY COULD QUICKLY BRING MOST ECONOMIC ACTIVITY TO 
A HALT AND INCREASE PRESSURE ON ABACHA. STAY TUNED. 

SENEGAL 

--PRESIDENT DIOUF'S SUCCESSFUL U.S. VISIT: 

AFTER HIS MAY 23 MEETING WITH SENEGALESE PRESIDENT DIOUF, 

PRESIDENT CLINTON'S APPRECIATION OF THE SESSION WAS SUCH 
THAT HE PLANS TO MEET WITH MORE AFRICAN LEADERS BEFORE 
YEAR'S END. PRESIDENT DIOUF'S WASHINGTON PROGRAM INCLUDED 
A LUNCHEON HOSTED BY VICE PRESIDENT GORE AND MEETINGS WITH 
THE DEFENSE SECRETARY. IMF AND IBRD OFFICIALS. THE VICE 
PRESIDENT SUPPORTED DIOUF'S CALL FOR ACT ION -ORIENTED 
COOPERATION BETWEEN THE G-7 AND G-15 AND AGREED THAT 
TREASURY WOULD FOLLOW-UP WITH FINANCE MINISTER SAKHO ON 
ADB ISSUES IN EARLY JUNE. PRESIDENT DIOUF ALSO RECEIVED 
AN HONORARY DEGREE FROM THE UNIVERSITY OF CONNECTICUT ON 
MAY 22. 

--SENEGAL PLEDGES TROOPS FOR UNAMIR OPERATION IN RWANDA: 

UPON HIS RETURN FROM WASHINGTON, PRESIDENT DIOUF ANNOUNCED 
AT AN AIRFORT PRESS CONFERENCE THAT SENEGAL WOULD AUGMENT 
ITS TROOP CONTRIBUTION TO THE UNAMIR OPERATION IN RWANDA, 

CONTINGENT UFON FINANCIAL AND MATERIAL SUPPORT FROM 
OTHERS. HE LINKED THE ANNOUNCEMENT ON RWANDA TO 
SENEG ALE SE FLANS TO ESTABLISH A PEACEKEEPING OPERATION 
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BATTALION OF ABOUT 550 MEN. CURRENTLY, SENEGAL HAS 29 
OFFICERS SERVING IN RWANDA. 

--ATTORNEY FOR PDS WANTS CASES DISMISSED: 

MADICKE NIANG, ATTORNEY FOR SENEGALESE DEMOCRATIC PARTY 

(PDS) LEADER ADBOULAYE WADE TOLD POLOFF ON MAY 24 THAT 
CHARGES AGAINST WADE AND OTHER PDS MEMBERS SHOULD BE 
DISMISSED. NIANG REPRESENTS WADE 0 CHARGES OF COMPLICITY 
IN THE MAY 1993 ASSASSINATION OF CONSTITUTIONAL COURT 
JUDGE BABACAR SEYE AND ON CHARGES OF CRIMES AGAINST THE 
SECURITY OF THE STATE STEMMING FROM THE FEBRUARY 1994 
RIOTS. NIANG ASKED NO QUESTIONS ABOUT THE DIOUF VISIT TO

--A/S MOOSE WITH LADY CHALKER: 

ON 5/26 THE ASSISTANT SECRETARY REVIEWED PROGRAMS IN 
SIERRA LEONE WITH THE UK MINISTER FOR OVERSEAS 
DEVELOPMENT. CHALKER SAID SHE THOUGHT THE SITUATION IN 
THE COUNTRY WAS SERIOUS BUT NOT "IRREPARABLE”, AND THAT 
THE APPOINTMENT OF KELLIE CONTEH WAS ENCOURAGING. SHE 
HIGHLIGHTED THE IMPORTANCE OF REBUILDING THE SL MILITARY

AGBOY I BOR --LEADER OF THE NATIONAL ASSEMBLY'S LARGEST 
PARTY, WHO FEELS THAT BY ALL RIGHTS HE SHOULD BE PRIME
